Two golf matehes marked Chrlstmas Day on
the Lakewood links, In the mornlug the two
mednl men of the Lakewood Gaolf Club, Dr. Paul
T. Kimball and Juseph Lynoh, met Charles S,
Cox and Willie Norton, the profesalonal, in n
foursome, and were defeated by four up nnd two
to play. In the afternoon Willle Norton heat
David Honeyman, In a mateh for a §100 purse,
by five up and four to piny. Each game was of
eleghteen holes, match play, There was much
fnterest taken In the contests by the hotel
wuests and the villa residents, and the golf
grounds  were the centre of  atiraction.
In the throng that followed the golfera In
the morning and the afterncon gnmes were:

The spectators watcliod the oplays closely
and  woere liberal In  applaose for the

wood strokes, Honeyman'sapproach shots were
eapeninlly appluuded,

When thoe foursomes npegan, at 10:30 o'elock,
the sun was shining brightly and the wenather
wanas pleasant ns In June. The green of the
pine trees Lhat border the course [n parts was
a further suggestion of summer. The turf wna
froe from any trace of frost, and as softasn
snnily beach-almost too soft, In fact, for the
covering of dend, brown grass Iacked the olas-
tlcity of the green when growing, and made
bolh brassy mnd lron strokes uncertain. Ina
fow canes o fnlllog ball would tanry itself In the
ylelding torf, making a Mo that was pearly un-
playnable. Hut, all things constdered, the links
waore in good condition for a midwinter game,
anid the scores made were croditable, The first
purt of the foursome was particularly closo and
exciting, but the professional matoh was some-
what of any ensy victory for Norton, for Himey-
muan was plalnly not at his best from lnck of
practice,

Prior to tho spreeinl elghtesn-hole foursoms
Robiert Bage Kerr and Jasper Lynch played a
nine-holy foursome agninet Cox and Norton.
The latter puir won by three holes, scoring 41
to their opponents’ 46 otrokes. This cleared the
wny for the more Important foursome. Kim-
ball began with a short drive, Lynch ralsing the
ball over the fences and rond, short of the
green. Norton's drive clearsd these obstacles,
aud Cox dropped the ball on the green in two,
Poor putting followed by each side, Norton
holing out in five, Cox drove gff for the Norton
combination for the second hole. He used the
cleek, and did not use a wooden cludb durldg
thie mateh. Two of his cleek drives were over
180 ynards eachi from tho tees; in fact, he did
mbont as well with the cleek as the others did
with thoir drivers, This hole was taken Ly the
Kimball combination in four.

Cox and Norton doing it in thres, being one up
onge more.

Now came a bit of Lard luck for the Norton
combination, Norton made a nlee clesn drive,
but ('ox's cleek stroke, after carrying the
hneard, Inuded the ball inn plle of brushiwood
st the base of a tall tree [t was unpla nble,
and the hole was given up to Kimball and
Lynch., Driving for the eighth hole, Lynch
went into the woods, over the fence to the right,
his sldo losing the hole by two strokes down,s To
the right of the bunker that blocks the straight
path to the ninth hole s n fnrmfurd off the line
of play, Kimbail oaught the bail with the toe
of hils club {uthe drive, and smashed {t Into the
rarmyard, where It lodged between two small
chicken eoops.  Lynch's nibllek banged the ball

ninst n woord house, making a crash_llko the
disclhinrge of o cannon, Kimball was able to get
into the clear going with o wrist-iron play and
the hole was made In seven, two moro than Nor-
ton and Cox hnd taken, who thus had the honors
of tho first round by two up.

Turfmen have been buslly guesaing who would
succoad John E. Campbell as tralner for Jae,
Ruppert, Jr.. evor sinee the Western tralner
was relensed by the young New York turfman
thirse weeks ago. " Snip" Donavan, E, H. Gar-
rison, J, W, Hogers, and Muart Allen, among
others, have been named in turn as the suceees-
ful candidate. All doubts were settled on
Christmas Eve, however, by Mr. Ruppert's
anpouncemernt that he had engaged Willlnm
Lakeland to traln his horses next season,

Mr, Ruppert bas Counter Tenor, who should
have n great chanece In the distance races and
the haudicaps next seasan; Gotham, and others
in his stable, beaides elptiteen yearlings, which
are entored heavily in the two-year-old ovents
of 1800, In all he has twenty-six In eeaining,
and there I8 not n low-clnss horse in the lot.
Twelve of the yenrllngs were highly tried st
Saratogn last September, and they have shown
enough to convines Mr. Ruppert that he will

Talk of the L. A. W, Adoptiag & More
Libernl Polley,

The annnal meeting of the Natlonal Assembly
of the L. A. W., which will ho held at Balti-
more early In February, is exciting widesprend
attention among wheelmen, Thers are at present
over {K,000 membera in the league,or 12,000 more
than a year ago, which will entitle the next as-
sembly to nearly 200 members. The New York
and Massachusotta divisions have together over
15,000 members, but they will wend only forty-
thrso members, The Atlantlo const SBtates have
26,402 members and slxty-nine members. The
Middla States have 8584 members and fifty
members, The South has 3,011 members and
thirty-thireoe membera.

In 1883 thoe nssembly had  seventy-three
elected delegates; In 1804, fifty, and this year,
seventy-elghit. This number may be incrensed
s the vmaller branches progress from consulate
to siib-division or from sub-division to division,
Colorndo will have one elected delegnte; Con-
necticut, two; [linols, three; lowa, Kansas, Ken-
tucky, Maine, Maryland and Michigan, one
ench; Massnchusetts, fourteen; Misdourl, three:
New Jorsey, nix: Now York, twenty-threo; North
Carolinn, two; Ohlo, four: ennsylvanin,
eloven: Ithode Island, one, and Wisconsin, two.

Alrpuly prominent members of the league
bave nmendmoents to the lengue constitution
prepared, and it s the purpore of the organiza-
tion to chnnfu its plan of government In order
to be ennbled to pursue a more liberal policy In
nll mnatters which ure of general intervst to
wheelmen.

Losd Dunravan, owner of Valkyrie 111, ac-
companied by his legal ndviser, George Asquith
of London, and Arthur Glennie, Rear Commo-
dore of the Royal Portsmouth Yacht Club, ar-
rived i Amortcan waters on boand the Teutonio
Inst night. Owling to o dense fog the steaninhip
dill not eome up to Quarantine, so Lord Dnn-
raven aml his. companions were compelled to
pass tho night on shipboard Instead of being
taken off ona apecinl tug, ns was origlnnlly in-
tended, M. Maltland Kersey, Lord Dunraven's
representative In Amerten, had o special permit
from the Treasury Department allowing him to
take the party off the Tentonle down the bay,
and he was greatiy disappolnted atthesteamer's
Inte arrlival.

When aeen at hisapartments, 40 East Twenty-
fifth street, last evoning, Mr. Kersoy snald that
owlng to the Iate hour of the ship's arrival he
had been unable tolnke Lord Dunraven and his
party ashore, Continuing, he sald:

"I havo not the slightest (dea where the Teu.
tonle is, and I have not heard from her slnceshe
wns slzhtod off Fire Island at 6 o'clock. T sup-
pose alie Is somewhere down the bay in the fog.
1 shall try and got Lord Dunraven off the first
thiog in the morning."

When asked It Lord Dunraven would be his
guest while In Now York, he replied:

“1 am sure I don't know, 1 have not seen him
slnce he left America last fall, 1 got a lotter
from him last week, bhut he dlsl not say what his
plane were,"

Mr, Kersey stayed in the-clty all day vesterdav,
awniting Lord Dunraven’s arrival, and he was
In constant communication with the Barge
Ofeo and the White Star line's ofMces,
Ho hmdl engnged the tug . K. Evarta to
&0 duwn the bay to take off the Irlsh Farl and
bin friends at Quarantine, but the Evarts
Iny moorsd at the Hattery wall all  day.
A storm off the Irlsl const delayed the Teutonlo
seven hoursa at Queststown, so instend of steam-
ing Into port at 8 o'clock on Wednesday morn-
Ing, As she usunlly does, It was fully twelve
hours later when she anehored in the lower bay.
Capt. Joe Parker, the skipper of the Valkyrie's
tender, the Ulty of Bridgeport, who, It Is said,
will be one o1 Lord Dunraven's most Important
witnesses, hung arounid the Harge OMcoeall the
afternoon, walting for news and roady to start
on the Evarts at a moment's notlce.

It wag mnid that as soon as Dunraven's party
haa been transferred to the Evarts, Mr, Kersey
intended to steam rapldly up the North River,
land them sl an up-town pler, and smuggle
them nway to his apartients at 40 East
Twenty-fifth street.

Thus it wonld seem that the allega-
tion that the sword and belt were left in the area
by n New York Natlonal Guprdsman must be
false, If he wias a Natlopal Gunrdsman from
any other State thie buckle wouldnt bear the
lettera N, Y."" The janitor of the bullding whn
found the sworl and bell Intimated thot it
might be ll:ndpror-err.r of one of Gen. Morton's
stafl.
